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INNER ROBES OF LIGHT. 
TEMPLE TEACHINGS. OPEN SERIES, No. 182. 


Consider the Inner World of Light of which the material world 
is but a reflected—unstable and shadowy replica. In this outer world 
is vividly sensed the panoramic shifting of these shadows, confusing 
the reflected consciousness of the Higher Ego—distorting the outer 
lines and qualities that correspond to the real inner lines, until the 
reflected higher consciousness 1s hopelessly entangled in the web of 
Separateness and the illusory aspects of matter. And there 1s no way 
back <ave by stilling the outer vibrations and indrawing the con- 
<Ciousness to the Fifth plane—the first plane of Universality and 
Impersonality where the lines of differentiation begin to merge, and 
to hecome One. 

In this inner realm, Light is the Vesture of God—the Eternalized 
Reality that forever ensouls all outer Light—the Seamless Garment 
of the Oversoul, the Universal Auric Envelope, the Hiranyagarta or 
Golden Egg of the Universe, the actual and potential seed from which 
all things proceed and in which all things and creatures have their 
roots of Being. Light should be considered as an Entity and you 
have been told that every Ray of light that you see 1s the outer body 
of a highly evolved spiritual entity. Light 1s also the substance- 
matter of the higher planes and that Light is also a Robe or state of 
consctousness—to those who can attain or bear it, which 1s not 
pos<1Þble, however, to mortal man unable to rise to the plane of the 
[-1fth referred to. To any such that Ineffable Light would be sensed 
(11 sensed at all) as darkness—oblivion—unconsciousness, more than 
the darkness the prematurely opened eyes of a kitten would sense if 
Suddenly subjected to the glare of the mid-day sun. This 1s the 
analogous state of that blankness known to the occultist and some 
times called the blank wall of inner experiences.” The disciple, 
however, in contacting the higher planes inevitably, at first, in inner 
nitiations loses consciousness as in a $woon, because the conscious- 
ness enters im and awakens on a higher plane, the same as in the 
death of the body. As $piritual progress is made the lower con- 
SClousness becomes identified with the higher vestures and after 
repeated experiences becomes one with them. The. process means 
the conscious correlation between the outer and inner selves—of the 
Creator with the created. 

At the beginning of the Temple work the two on the physical 
plane who had made the requisite correlations and whose inner and 
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karmic lines were nearest to me, were called together and from their 
auric robes a double star was brought into manifestation—that is a 
hgure composed of five fundamental inner principles, positive and 
negative, respectively. The correlations referred to made by these 
two permitted the substance Light of the Fifth plane to be used in 
blending the two five-pointed stars into a s1x-pointed one which alone 
would be capable of transmitting the higher spiritual and cosmical 
forces. The structural $piritual qualities of number and form are 
based on 1mmutable occult Laws. Just as the Three falls into the 
Four, $0 does the Five when interiorly polarized, rearrange its 
Structural qualities and fall into the Six—the first cosmical state in 
the pilgrimage back to the Divine Source. 

In the existence of this combined Red and Blue Hierarchial 
double star on an inner plane—1ts real center of power—members 
using intuition should find the answer to all questions concerning the 
future of the work $so far as connection with Lodge forces are con- 
cerned. The mere passing of outer vehicles. from the material plane 
does not invalidate the status or inhibit the functions of the double 
Star in the least degree. This definite configuration makes failure or 
confusion more difficult than had been the case in earlier efforts and 
the present Lodge effort through the Temple gives more promise of 
good for humanity than other efforts made for many ages past, that 
is of continuing persisting good uninterrupted by break. This 1s 
mainly due to the fundamental facts set forth above to the organized 
nature of the work, and because of the strong Karmic lines that have 
been woven together, and that it was posstble in this effort to connect 
up with many lines of inner and outer forces laid by various Agents 
of the Lodge in the efforts of centuries past to uplift humanity.

WHY A SEVEN-FOLD DIVISION OF THE UNIVERSE? 
IT. 


This development has carried us beyond the hmits of two- 
dimens1oned space into the space of three dimenstons. The figure 
produced is that of the Tetrad, the simplest of the three-dimens1oned 
figures. It has four faces and four vertices. It represents the con- 
s1ummation of the fall of the Three into the Four. It is produced by 
the motion toward Unity that governs all parts. But once there are 
parts, the motion toward unity involves expansion into a world of 
higher dimensionality, as the law governing the existence of parts 
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prevents their contraction into the point or zero, the. initial state of 
pertect unity. 

Logically, there can be no stopping of this process with the 
Tetrad. The laws that governed its evolution would still continue 
to operate, thus leading to the creation of four-dimens1oned $SpaCEe, 
and <0 on indefinitely, until the completed svnthes1s, or final perfec- 
tion of manifested unification 1s found in a space of an infinity of 
dimenstons. This 1s the Space of the Eternal Parent at the end, as 
the zero-space was the Space at the beginning. The Space of the 
Eternal Parent which is ©without dimens1on in every ,sense 1s the 
Space of zero and infinite dimenstonalitvy. Thus with the first step 
into manifestation a never-to-he-finisched process 1s started. All 
Being evolves back to the Absolute, but not by the Path it came out. 
It evolves to the Source by a never-ending Path of ceaseless crea- 
tion that ever carries within its form the imprint of that which has 
gone before. The ultimate Unity 1s one of Infinite expans1on, not 
extinction. 

or our humanity, whose consciousness 1s poſited primarily mn 
the space of three dimensions, the step in” the development that 
evolved the space of three dimens1ons 1s of primary umportance. 
Hence the supreme unportance of the Tetrad in Occultism. Four 
1s the key of the Universe as that Universe 1s reflected in three- 
dimensoned Space. But there 1s also another. key that includes the 
Four that is more synthetic. . Consider the tetrad \'B'C'D. There 
are four faces, each of three s1des. These faces are the replicas of 
the original Triad, represented by the triangle ABC. They are, mn 
this case, the imprint of what has gone hefore. Thus, in the Tetrad, 
both tour and three are represented. These together, when added, 
give seven. Also three multiplied by four gives twelve, and finally 
one, plus two plus three plus four give ten. All of these numbers 
thus stand as keys to the three dimensioned aspect of the Universe. 
All through Occultism they appear having peculiar significance. 
They have such s1gnificance, however, only for three-dimensioned 
Space and will not necessarily appear as keys to space of other 
dmens1onality. If they do appear as keys they will be taken in a 
ditterent sense, Thus, for example, twelve will probably be a key 
of tour-dimensioned space inasmuch as it is the sum of three, four 
and five. But twelve $0 derived carries a different connotation from 
twelve considered as a product of three and four. 

\We have seen that-there are four keys to the three-dimensioned 
Universe, but of these, Seven seems to take rank as of first 1mpor- 
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tance. Why? Three 1s the number of the first form, represented by 
the triangle. Four is the number of the second form or the first 
Sold, represented by the Tetrad. The latter corresponds to Body. 
The triangle corresponds to Soul, the first form out of the emana- 
tion of the One. The three plus four equals seven would thus 
correspond to the union of Body and Soul into an indissoluble syn- 
thesis. In another place it has been pointed out that the process of 
addition represents an union of parts such that the parts lose their 
identity in a new whole, something like the union of hydrogen and 
oxygen 1n the forming of water. Seven 1s such an union of three 
and four. Imperfect man 1s represented by the incomplete equa- 
tion, three plus four. The three 1s Soul, or the upper Triad, the four 
Body or the Quarernary while the plus is the Antaskarana. The 
Seven that completes the equation 1s man become perfected as 
Master. The Antaskarana has disappeared. There 1s no longer 
Body and Soul, but their union in what is known as the immortal 
Fire-body or Nirmanakaya Robe. In this perfected three-dimen- 
S10nal evolution the Three stands no longer outside and above the 
Four, but 1s circymscribed by the Four. It no longer leads lower 
man but permeates with Its radiance the lower and so has wiped 
out the distinction between lower and higher. 

Seven 1s the greatest of the four keys for the reason that this 
union is the Great Work of this plane—three-dimenstoned space. 
It is tantamount to the synthetizing of the Tetrad into a new One. 
The completion of this synthesis opens the door to four-dimens1oned 
Space and the evolution continued on that plane. 

This, then, is the answer to the question, *Why a Seven-fold 
Division of the Universe?” It must be remembered that this divis- 
10n applies only to the three-dimensioned aspect of the GREAT 
UNIVERSE.

TONAL THERAPY. 


Some interesting experiments in the therapeutic value of tone 
have been conducted recently in Halcyon with the aid of Dr. Abrams' 
electronical devices with which, we hope, ARTISAN readers are 
already familiar. But even though Dr. Abrams” remarkable machines 
of electronic reactions are understood, it will be well for an under- 
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<tanding of the tonal experiments, to go over part of the ways of 
operating the machines. 

In order to determine whether a patient has a certain d1sease, A 
<pecimen of his blood is placed in a metal container which 1s con- 
nected with an instrument regulating the current of electricity and 
from this instrument to the subject, a healthy person from whom a 
reaction can be obtained if the disease is present. It has heen found 
that each major disease: syphilis, T. B., cancer, etc., has a corre- 
<pondence in a certain ohmage of electricity, and when the 1nstru- 
ment is regulated to the number representing this current, 1f the 
patient is diseased, certain reactions can he made evident trom the 
<rbject, which do not occur if the patient is not aftheted. First, an 
area of the abdomen, different in different diseases, will give a dull 
thud when percussed, instead of a resonant sound ; second, a rod 
passed over this area will stick, and move on only under compuls10n. 

It has been found that if a colored light, a different color for 
each disease, is thrown upon the blood container, the reactions trom 
the subject are neutralized, and he reacts as though there were no 
diseaze present in the patient. And it 1s further ,found that owing 
evidently to s0ome negative relation of the color to the electrical 
current corresponding to the disease, this color when applied to the 
patient has curative properties. 

The question immediately suggests 1tself, 1s there not also a 
mus1ical tone which will be neutralizing to the disease? And 1t $0, 
will it not be more potent than colored light? For while the light 
can only be thrown on the outside of the skin, and then usually only 
on a certain spot, a tone can penetrate, and will vibrate through the 
entire body. Inquiry revealed that. Dr. Abrams had conducted 
experiments along this line, but without any great amount of success, 
with a piano. Now, a tone struck on a piano 1s not sustained, but 
begins to de out almost at once; also, the piano cannot easily be 
placed in direct contact with the blood container. So Dr. and Mrs. 
Dower decided to hold another experiment in Halcyon. For this a 
violin was used, since the vibration can be sustained upon it, and the 
neck was placed directly on the table with the blood specimen in the 
Dynamizer. Great interest was shown, and Halcyon turned out to 
witness the results. 

The results were surprisingly good, and although not conclusive, 
open up a remarkable field for investigation. 

Dr. Dower used for the experiment blood specimens tested by Dr. 
Abrams, and known to contain certain diseases. Dr. Dower first 
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established the reactions of the rod sticking on the suhject, then the 
viohnist played long sustained tones, going up through every tone 
in the chromatic scale. The doctor continued to move the rod over 
the sticking area. When the tone B was sounded, the rod did not 
Stick. And when the octave and double octave of B were sounded, 
there was no reaction obtained with the rod. The tone E also 
negated the reaction. These tones, then, when sounded in any 
octave, though the higher octaves seemed more potent, were neg- 
ative to the disease, which was cancer 1n this case, and will probably 
prove to have a curative eftect upon it. 

but why two tones? Whv E and B? Why, because these two 
tones a fifth apart, have the closed vibration relation to each other 
possthle to two difterent tones, and ÞB 1s the first overtone of E, 
atter the octave. And in other diseases it was tound that two tones 
related a fifth apart would both succeed in removing the sticking 
reaction from the rod. 

The following results were obtained from experiments with 
other diseases: T, B., Bb and Eb; syphilis, E and B ; Strep, C and G. 
The tone C in altissimo, next highest on the piano, was found to 
have a general negative effect. 

Dr. Abrams was much interested in the experiments and con- 
ducted some $s1milar ones in San Francisco afterwards, which to a 
large extent checked up with those at Halcyon, and 1t 1s understood 
that he 1s having built an instrument to apply tonal treatment. 

There remains a great deal to he done in making sure of the 
right tones, and checking up, and in working out the reason of some 
of the musica! relationships; but a wonderful field for research 1s 
opened for Physicians, Musicians, and Scientists. It has been 
known that music has therapeutic value, but if we are able to 1den- 
tify a certain tone with a certain disease, matters will be placed on 
a much sounder bas1s; and 1t 1s to be hoped that energetic composers 
may find the idea of writing special music to be used in healing, in 
which the proper tones will predominate. The overtones are a 
Series of natural super-vibrations from any single musical tone.

Denving 1s merely. suppress10n which will bring often 
Serious reactions. $0 long must we keep our good fight until we 
are born again of the <pirit and take on a celestial hody which com- 
pared with the terrestrial 1s as the sun to the moon. Not only does
